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ABSTRACT 



This publication presents information on school statistics 
for South Dakota and its 176 school districts. Just over half (50.9%) of the 
state's schools have 1 to 100 students, and only 6.7% enroll more than 500 
students. The 1997-98 state enrollment of 132,024 represents a decline from 
the enrollment of 134,052 in 1995-96. State summary information is presented 
in the following categories: (1) school and district information; (2) 1997 
fall enrollment ; (3) program indicators ; (4) student achievement ; (5) dropout 
summary; (6) staff characteristics; (7) and financial and state aid data. The 
second section presents a summary of school and district data, and the third 
section contains school district profiles. In addition to a profile for each 
district, the report contains data tables providing information about staff 
and finances. A glossary of terms is included. (Contains 56 graphs and 81 
tables.)
